DREAM OF ALCHEMIS8TS. 


Mme. Marie Curie, whose discov- 
ery of radium in 1898 has been 
called “the réalization of the dream 
of ancient alchemists,” was born in 
Warsaw, Poland, on Nov. 7, 1867. 
Her father, Prof. Sklodowska, was 
an instructor in physics and chem- 
istry in the University of Warsaw 
and for some years before entering 
upon her professional career as a 
acientist, e worked in his ia- 
boratory. Mme. Curie received,the 
Nobel prize for chemistry in 1903. 

She married in 1896 Pierre Curie, 
professor of general physics in the 
University of Paris, who had shared 
with her the honor of collaboration 
in giving the great find to the world. 
Some years later Prof. Curie was 
struck by a wagon in Paris an 
kilied. His widow succeeded to h 
professorship. Mme. Curte has 
two children, Irene, 20 years old, 
who, like her mother, has taken up 
scientific research, and another 
daughter of 15 years.

The discovery of radium came 
about in this wise: Prof. en, 
a German scientist., announced his 
discovery of the X-ray in 1895. 
These rays 
emitting radiations of a special char- 
acter which were able to penetrate 
through matter opaque to ordinary 


light. 

A later H. Recquerel. a 
French physicist, observed that cer- 
tain uranium preparations emitted 
rays resembling those discovered by 
Becquerel rays became 
the new wonder and by delicate teste 
were proved to be electrical. Thus 
began the search for the new ele- 
ment and every form of uranium in 
laboratories was tested. 

DIVERGED FROM SBARCH. 

Mme. Curie at this point diverged 
from the search of other chemists. 
She went to Carlsbad, where a pitch- 
blende had been mined for a century 
for the extraction of uranium in 
Bohemian glass and beauti- 


proved it to be four times as strong 
in Becquerel rays as the uranium 
which had been taken from the ore. 
Mme. Curle, by long and tedious 
processes of extracting lead, silver. 
tin, bismuth and other metallic sub- 
stances from the pile of refuse, dis- 
solved the mass until the residue was 
sixty times stronger than uranium. 
Dr. Abbe says of this: 

“This small remnant glowed in the 
dark; all but two metals had been 
eliminated. These were known not 
to have the slightest radioactivity. 
Therefore, there could be but one 
conclusion--Mme. Curie was facing 
a mysterious new force.“ Two years 
later she was able to announce its 
discovery and her method of extract- 
ing it from the ore.

TOXIC SMOKE. 


The chemical warfare service has 
also developed. it was learned, an- 
other deadly weapon to be used in 
naval warfare. It is a “toxic emoke” 
and is designed to be used in place 
of the smoke screen. 

This “toxic smoke consists of 


dense poisonous dust clouds de- 
signed to be liberated on the sea 


through bombs and smoke boxes 
placed to the windward of the 
enemy. The poison dust will be 
drawn into the ventilating system of 
the hostile

The chemical warfare service also 
is working on the development of a 
system of piacing a smoke screen 
over a fleet by the use of smoke 
bombs, attached to parachutes and 
dropped from aircraft or similar 
bombs, fired from guns on the ves- 
gels. A smoke or gas is being de- 
veloped for this use. Naval officers 
admit they are concerned over the 
application of chemical science to 
war on the sea. At the annual chemi- 
cal warfare service dinner recently, 
of patents and inventions at the Navy 
Department, declared the Navy was 
not nearly so concerned over the 
prospect of being blown out of the 
water by aerial bombs az it over 
the development of poison as 
an offensive weapon. 


A study of the subject is being 


made at the Navy Department. 
Naval officers are particularly inter-

Other tests be carried on until 
late in July. 

After the aerial attack on the sub- 
marine, the flyers will bomb the ex- 
German cruiser Frankfurt. the ex- 
German battleship Ostfriesland and 
several former German submarines 
and destroyers. Live bombs will be 
used against these vessele. In ad- 
dition the aerial forces will attack 
the radio controlled battleship Iowa 
with dummy bombs to develop abso- 
lute accuracy. An obsolete battie- 
ship, probably the Alabama or Kear- 
sarge, will be turned over to the 
Army for such experiments as the 
Secretary of War may direct.

John Cathedral. 


Succeeds Late Bishop Charles 
| Sumner Burch.

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Rev. 
Dr. William T. Manning, rector of 
| historic Trinity Church, today was 
consecrated tenth Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New 

York, and outlined his stand as 
| successor to the late Bishop Charles 
| Sumner Burch. 

In the morning, before an assem- 
y blage of prelates, he was elevated to 
his new station with a colorful cere- 
mony in the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, and late today at the 
126th annual convention of the New 
| York diocese, he delivered his first 
| address as bishop. 
Only about 3000 clergy and lalety 
| were able to witness the ceremony 
in the cathedral. but outside, a 
crowd several times as large 
watched the procession file into the 
edifice. 
LARGE GATHERING. 

One of the largest gatherings of 
clergy in the history of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in America 
formed a pageant of rich color. 
|Garbed in the rich vestments of 
their high rank, more than 450 
‘churchmen. including thirty-three 
bishops, marched with slow and sol- 
emn step into the great house of 
worship. 

Assembling in Synod Hall, a few 
yards from the cathedral, the prel- 
ates were led in the procession by 
a crucifier carrying a large gold 
cross. 
| Twenty-seven bishops of the 
American church marched in the 
procession, with a half dozen bish- 
‘ops of the eastern Orthodox Church 
and a long line of Protestant clergy 
‘and two rabbis. Surpliced choir 
boys, and two score laymen also 
were in line. Among the laymen 
were J. P. Morgan, trustee of the 
Episcopal Fund, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. and Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia Uni- 
versity, near the head of the pro-

In place of it 
the Senate provision was accepted. 
Under it, aliens of this class are in- 
cluded in the count to make up the 
3 per cent, but if any present them- 
selves after the 3 per cent quota has 
been completed, they shall be ad- 
mitted. 

RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 

The House provision admitting 
without regard to the 3 per cent 
rule immigrants fleeing from re- 
ligious persecution was rejected. 
Also the conferees rejected the 
House provision which would ex- 
empt from the 8 per cent rule aliens 
who served with the United States 
military forces or the forces of co- 
belligerents in the great war. 

The Senate conferees agreed to 
accept the House provision to which 
the Senate had previously objected, 
admitting without regard to the rule 
aliens under 18 years of age, who 
are children of citizens of the United 
States. 

The bill provides that in determin- 
ing admissibles, the authorities shall 
treat as separate countries the 
colonies and dependencies for which 
separate enumerations were made in 
the census of 1910.

abouts. His marriage Monday came

The young woman, who lived at 
107 North Fremont street. was a 
clerk employed by the Owl Drug 
Company.

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ERMANY GIVES UP. 

“Germany has completely accepted the 
Allied indemnity conditions and will carry 
them out without reserve and without de- 
lay.” This authoritative statement, made 
yesterday by the British Premier in the 
House of Commons, closes the final chapter 
of the peace negotiations between the Al- 
lied and the Central Powers. Germany 
agrees to make good, as far as she e able, 
the materia! losses occasioned by her troops. 
She agrees, further, to the immediate trial 
of the officers and civilians indicted by an 
Allied commission for cruel and inhuman 
practices during the war. 

Germany accepted all these conditions 


when she signed the peace treaty nearly | 


two years ago; but the Reichstag has con- 
tifuotsiy refused to make thé appropria- 
tions and efiact thé legislation necessary 
to carry tem ifto There ie many 
& slip between the pen and the pockets in 
any transaction to which German diplomats 
are a party. 

France will réceive the major portion ot 
the $33,000,000,000 reparation payments 
aud anyone who will consider the economic 
position in which France finds befself by 
reason of the war will damit that her share 
is not excessive. The French governmént 
expended $46,000,000,000 and the French 
people suffered a $10,000,000,000 property 
loss by reason of the German aggression. 
France will receive about $18,000,000,000 
from Germany. 

At the close of the Franco-Prussian War 
Bismarck declared that the Freue were 
the aggressofs and compelled their govern. 
ment to sufrender valuable French terri- 
tory. to pay the entire cost of the War to 
Germafy add exémplary damages besides. 
Under a similar settlement Germany would 
how be obligéd to pay France about $69,- 
000,000,000. The Times has already point 
éd out that the reparation burden imposed 
on Germaay is not excéssive. It Ogures a 
per capita tax for the annual payments of 
$12. about half the per capita which we of 
California pay annually for our State gov- 
ernment.

For the winner in a war to be assessed 
with a highér per capita tax that the loser 
is certainly not to an usdue hard- 
ship ou the country that started the fight 
und lost. There has been a great deal said 
and written in this country about the deter- 
mination of France to ruin Germany éco- 
fiotiically and industrially through the de 
mand of @xcéssivé feparations. A close 
inspection disclosed the hidden hand of the 
German propagandist. After getting her 
indémnities France will still carry the high- 
est per capita burden from the war of any 
of the countries engaged. 

Let us consider for a moment the 
terms of peace would have been if many 
had won. On this subject we have author! 
tative information. In an address delivered 
im the Reichstag on April 27 of the present 
year Rudolph Breitscheld said: 


AS a member of the Committee of

payment But that was all arranged for. 
France would have been compelled to pay 
her German indemnity in annual payments 
ot $2,000,000,000 each; and she would have 
been compelled to repudiate her war debt 
to her people and her Allies uatil the last 
mark of the German demand was paid. 
French territory would have been Occupied 
by German troops until the debt was dis- 
charged, just as it was in 1871. 

Lock On that picture for a moment and 
then consider whether the French demands 
on Germany, when the shoe is on the other 
foot, are extortionate. 

Fifty years have elapsed since Germany, 
flushed with her victory over a @ivided 
France, based her newly founded empire 
on the BismareKiah dictum that MIGHT 
MAKES RIGHT. Bismarck himself ex- 
plained that policy to mean that “When the 
taterests of two peoples conflict that of the 
strongest should prevail.” Another time 
he said, “National rights are synonymous 
with national interests When someone 
spoke of the law of nations he résponded 
in fine contémpt: “Intefantional law is only 
@ verbal fiction. There is no right higher 
than that of the German state.” When 
treaties were discussed he said: “A treaty 
of peacé should be observed only so long 
as the conditions under which it was agreed 
to remain unchanged.” Again he said, “A 
national necessity constitutes a national 
right.” Bismarck talks often of rights.“ 
seldom of justice. 

Such are the fundamentals of the policy 

of the German government for half a cen- 
tury. In the beginning they seemed to 
work to the interest of the German people. 
In a century that longed for peace a mon- 
arch who was always rattling his saber re- 
céived many concessions from other gov- 
ernments willing to submit to a certain 
amount of injustice rather than plunge into 
wear. 
These compromises led the German peo- 
ple to think that they were dictated by a 
fear of German arms. They brought them- 
selves easily to believe that they were a 
superior people and, as such, possessed 
national rights above those of their neigh- 
bors. It ie easy for a person or a nation to 
conclude that the thing ie just that coin- 
cides with the personal interest. “Deutsch- 
land uber Alles!” was the only international 
policy Germany knew. 

The ateassination of the Austrian Crown 
Prince was the pretext that occasioned the 
World War: but the real cause of it was 
to be found in the insatiate arrogance and 
greed for world dominion of the German 
Junkers. The time came when Germany 
stood practically against the world It was 
a bold challenge; and the German people 
made a valiant effort to enforce their supe- 
riorrace belief. It was not until they found 
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themselves with less than 70,000,000 popu- ; grene and canker Gould continue their dead- 


lation fighting 300,000,000 Allies that they 
finally surrendered. They followéd the Bis- 
marckian trail, only to find that it stopped at 
the foot of an inaccessible cliff. Caught 
im a blind alley, they are now threading 
their painful way back to the place they 
occupied prior to 1870. Regardiess of 
whether might does make right, temporarily 
and in specific instances, they have bees 
forced to the conclusion that German might 
is Only *ufficient to make trouble for them- 
selves. They have discovered that there 
a superior might in the world to thar of 
any single people and that there is a higher 
and more truthful philosophy than any 
taught in the German universities. Her 
superior-race theory lies in a bloody wind- 
ing sheet that enshrouds 2,000,000 of her 
Misguided sont. It is “Germany whiter 
Alles” now. 

Germany's nal acceptance of the Allied 
terms is the greatést advance toward re 
storing the peace of Europe that has been 
made since the signing of the afmistice. 
It should be a powerful aid to the economic 
restoration which has already been too long 


delayed. it the German government and 
people P ta pledge whieh 
they I. 5 ie hand when 


all those engaged in the war should bury 
their hatreds, even as they have buried 
their dead. Confession and reparation is 
what the Allied people demanded. They 
have now received both. A victor, when 
his terms are agreéd to, can afford to be 
magnanimous. 


ATro HOSPITAL DAY. 

Today, the 101st anniversary of Florence 
Nightingale’s birth, has been designated by 
President Harding as Natiofieal Hospital 
Day. In a letter characteristic of his broad 
human sympathies our President has invited 
his fellow-citisens to join heartily in this 
special celebration. To understand why this 
day is selected as the one on Which our 
thoughts should turn to the faltering ones 
among us, to the bird with the broken wing, 
it is germane to recall some events of the 
life of that noble woman, a title held not 
ashrough royal favor, but conferred by a 
grateful 

War departments consist chiefly of 
spectacied fossils bound up in ravels of 
red tape. Wherefore the business end of 
every war has been a tangle of mismanage- 
ment. The stupidity and blunders of gov- 
ernment officials made the inefficiency rec- 


| ord. however, in the Crimean War of 1854. 


The crass stupidity exhibited during that 


“ war broke its own record in the way it 


mishandled the care of the wounded sol- 
diers. Thousands of British fighters were 
consigned to unnecessary graves as tribute 
to this bovine incapacity. In the first year 
of the war the number of men who died 
from wounds for lack of medical care 
reached the alarming figure of 58 per cent. 

In the late World War no single soldier 
hose life by care. nursing and surswal 
skill it was possible to save was left to 
perish for want of organized relief. This 
result was due to a reform started in 1854 
by one earnest Christian woman. 

This woman was no dreamer, no sentt- 
mentalist. From early youth she had de- 
voted her life to the science of practical 
nursing. So when the Crimean War broke 
out there was no one in England so well 
fitted to fight the chaotic conditions that 
soon developed in the care of the wounded. 


Yet no crusade in a worthy campaign 
Was ever 86 snubbed and discouraged. 
Women on the battlefield were an innova- 
tion that shocked the War Office. The 
military authorities were against her sug: 
gestions. Her own sex branded her 4s un- 
womanly—some applied an uglier epithet. 
Her action excited the jealousy of the med 
ical profession. 

But she persisted. Finally her indomi- 
table pluck wrung from Sir Sidney Herbert 
of the War Department permission to or- 
ante a band of women nurses for work 
among the wounded at the front. 

She assembled forty-one devoted women 
and took them to the Turkish barracks on 
the Bosphorus On the day of her arrival 
at Scutari the wounded were being brought 
in by the hundreds from the bioody field 
of Inkerman. “Red tape“ insisted that all 
army supplies should be inspected before 
being used by the troops. This would take 


three or four days. In the meantime gan: | 


ly tell. 

Single-handéd she defied the might of 
uillitary precedent. With the butt end of 
a musket she smashed in the door of the 
room where the hospital supplies had been 
locked away and on her own authority 
commandeered the contents. Her forty-one 
nurse’ at once got busy among the wound- 
ed soldiers. 

The results of her labors are told suc- 
éinctly in the report of the army authort- 
ties. In a short time She reduced the death 
rate from wounds ad éickness from 42 to 
2 per cent. 

Such services finaily compelled recogni- 
tion, even from her most bitter antagonists. 
At the close of bostilities a dinner was 
given to the Officers who had helped to 
achieve the victory. Someone suggested 
that a vote be taken aé to whose name 
would be best remembered as the hero of 
the Crimean War. When the result was 
given out there was but one name written 
on évery slip of paper. 

And that name was FLORENCE NIGHT. 
INGALE. 

But this was not all. The private sol- 
mers who bad learted to adore her under 
the sobriquet of “The Lady of the Lamp” 
‘ook up a subscription for her and from 
their meager pittance of pay raised & sum 
of $250,000. Filerence Nightingale turned 
over the whole amount to found à training 
school for aursés. 

How dearly she Was cherished by the 
British soldiers is also well {llustrated in 
the story of the Balakla van veteran. This 
scarred and broken hero many years later. 
the inmate of a poorhouse, was being con- 
gratulated by visitors on the Victoria Cross 
he Wat wearing on his breast. A wen 
dressed lady of tithe remarked that the day 
that cross was conferred on bim must have 
been the proudest of his lte 

The old mas drew himeelf up to his full 
height. “No, madam,” he replied “The 
proudest day Of my life was not When the 
Queen of England pinned this ribbon on 
my tunic, but when Florence Nightingale 
laid ber hand upon my forehead.” 

As everyone knows, the work ot Florence 
Nightingale did not cease with the Criméan 
War. It has not ceased yet. Please God, 
it never will. The Geneva Convention and 
the Red Cross Socléty were the eventual 
outcome of der labors. And the modern 
hospital and the schools of scientific nurs- 
ing, as we know them today, had their in- 
ception in the courage and self-sacrifice of 
“The Lady of the Lamp.” 

No object is more Worthy of our dévo- 
tion, more deserving of Our understandiag. 
However far the practice and profession of 
Christianity may diverge in other phases 
of human life, in the institution of the hos- 
pital they are eternally and indissolubly 
united. 

This observance is designed to acquaint 
the public better with the general work of 
the hospital, a work so wide in its scope 
and 80 varied in its activities that the lay- 
man has u conception of how nearly it 
covers every function of our daily life. 
Moreover, it is dedicated wholly to the work 
of Christ himself, who “went about doing 

And surély the anniversary of Florence 
Nightingalé is the most fitting date on 
which to honor the services rendered hu- 
manity by the modern hospital. In the role 
of splendid womanhood what name shines 
with @ more untarnished luster?

SAN DIEGO, May 11.—A drive 
on drug smugglers and dealers and 
a round-up of all race-track hangers- 
on, touts and gamblers were or- 
dered today by Police Chief Patrick.

The Chinaman further said 
that the morphine could be sold here 
at certain places for $1 per grain,
